NOTE WITH REFERENCE TO PERSONAL SERVICE EXPENDITURE 
FIGURES 


It should be noted that the latest expenditure figures for per- 
sonal service shown in table I of this report are for the month of 
| October 1952 and that they are compared with personal service 
expenditure figures for the month of September 1952, whereas 
the latest employment figures covered in this report are for the 
month of November 195° and are compared with the month of 
October 1952. This lag in personal service expenditure figures 
is necessary in order that actual expenditures may be re ported. 





(Figures in the following report are compiled from signed official 
personnel reports by the various agencies and departments of the Federal 
Government. Table I shows total personnel employed inside and outside 
continental United States, and pay, by agency. Table II shows per- 
sonnel employed inside continental United States. Table III shows 
personnel employed outside continental United States. Table IV gives 
by agency the industrial workers employed by the Federal Government. 
For purposes of comparison, figures for the previous month are shown 
in adjoining columns.)

This further breakdown in tables II, III, and IV does not 
include pay figures because payroll reports submitted to the com- 
mittee by some agencies are inadequate for this purpose. 


INSIDE CONTINENTAL UNITED STATES 
(See table II, p. 7) 


Federal personnel within the United States decreased 3,198 from 
the October total of 2,381,774 to the November total of 2,378,576. 

<xclusive of the Department of Defense there was a decrease of 
2,956 from the October total of 1,175,730 to the November total of 
1,172,774. 

Total civilian employment within the United States for the Depart- 
ment of Defense for November was 1,205,802, a decrease of 242 from 
the October total of 1,206,044. 

The Office of the Secretary of Defense decreased 20 from the October 
figure of 2,273 to the November figure of 2,253. 

The Department of the Army civilian personnel within the United 
States decreased 1,374 from the October figure of 488,072 to the 
November figure of 486,698. 

The Department of the Air Force civilian personnel within the 
United States increased 1,397 from the October figure of 275,269 to 
the November figure of 276,666. 

The Department of the Navy civilian personnel within the United 
States decreased 245 from the October figure of 440,430 to the Novem- 
ber figure of 440,185. 


OUTSIDE CONTINENTAL UNITED STATES 
(See table III, p. 9 


Outside continental United States Federal personnel decreased 219 
from the October total of 184,624 to the November total of 184,405. 

A decrease of 680 was reported by the departments and agencies, 
other than the Department of Defense, from the October total of 
61,119 to the November total of 60,439. 

Total civilian employment outside continental United States for 
the Department of Defense increased 461 from the October figure of 
123,505 to the November figure of 123,966. 

The Office of the Secretary of Defense reported 56 in overseas civilian 
employment, an increase of 1. 

The Department of the Army reported an increase of 307 in overseas 
civilian employment from the October figure of 52,491 to the Novem- 
ber figure of 52,798. 
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The Department of the Air Force reported an increase of 167 in 
overseas civilian employment from the October figure of 37,107 to 
the November figure of 37,274. 

The Department of the Navy reported a decrease of 14 in overseas 
civilian ee from the October figure of 33,852 to the Novem- 
ber figure of 33,838. 


INDUSTRIAL EMPLOYMENT 
(See table IV, p. 10) 


Total industrial employment during November 1952 increased 
5,941 from the October figure of 809,963 to the November figure of 
815,904. 

Industrial employment in the departments and agencies other than 
the Department of Defense increased 169 from the October figure of 
27,437 to the November figure of 27,606. 

The Department of Defense incrialdid its total industrial employ- 
ment by 5,772 from the October figure of 782,526 to the November 
figure of 788,298. 

The Department of the Army reported an increase of 4,166 from 
the October figure of 280,740 to the November figure of 284,906. 
Inside continental United States Army industrial ‘employment in- 
creased 3,893, and outside continental United States Army industrial 
employment increased 2 

The Department of the Air Force reported an increase of 1,538 
from the October figure of 182,323 to the November figure of 183,861. 
Inside continental United States Air Force industrial employment 
increased 1,437, and outside continental United States Air Force 
industrial employment increased 101. 

The Department of the Navy reported an increase of 68 from the 
October figure of 319,463 to the November figure of 319,531. Inside 
continental United States Navy industrial “employment increased 
118, and outside continental United States Navy industrial employ- 
ment decreased 50. 

The term “industrial employees’”’ as used by the committee refers 
to unskilled, semiskilled, skilled, and supervisory employees paid by 
the Federal Government who are working on construction projects 
such as airfields and roads and in shipyards and arsenals. It does 
not include maintenance and custodial employees. 


MUTUAL DEFENSE ASSISTANCE PROGRAM
